THE STRIPED SKUNK 
(M ephitis m ephitis) 
Two kinds of skunks inhabit 
our desert 
regions: 
the 
small 
spotted skunk 
and 
the 
larger 
striped skunk. The spotted skunk 
is less than 18 inches in total 
length and its black fur is streak­ 
ed w ith num erous long narrow 
w hite stripes w hich tend to break 
up, 
thus 
giving 
a 
superficial 
“spotted” appearance; the tail is 
tipped w ith w hite. 
In contrast, 
however, the 
striped 
skunk is 
usually nearly two feet in length. 
Its coloration is also black but 
w ith only two w ide stripes down 
the top of the back w hich fade 
into the tail; the tail also lacks 
the w hite tip. 
The striped skunk belongs to 
that large 
family of carnivores, 
the M ustelidae, w hich 
also in­ 
cludes the pine m arten, th e fish­ 
er, the weasel, the mink, the wol­ 
verine, the otter, and the badger. 
All of these are alike in possess­ 
ing scent glands of one form or 
another, but it is th e skunks who 
have elaborated them to the de­ 
gree w here they are the main 
point of defense. 


Two Sub Species in D eserts 
The 
sub-species 
of 
striped 
skunks inhabit our deserts. One, 
the Southern 
California striped 
skunk, occurs along the w estern 
edges of the Colorado and Mojave 
deserts in the Sonoran and Trans­ 
ition life zones. 
The second, the 
A rizona striped skunk, is found 
only in the eastern edges of our 
deserts in the valley of the Low­ 
er Colorado R iver from Nevada 
to Mexico, and only in the Lower 
Sonoran life zone below 500 feet 
in altitude. 
The 
latter 
variety 
docs not get across into th e Palm 
Springs area. 
Commercially, as a fur bearer,- 
the skunk ranks first in Califor­ 
nia as to the 
num ber 
of pelts 
taken annually and is second on­ 
ly to the coon in aggregate fur 
value. 
Like so m any desert ani­ 
mals, they have been trapped-out 
over m uch of the territory w here 
they w ere form erly quite com­ 
mon. 
N octurnal 
The striped skunk, as are the 
m ajority of the arid dw ellers, is 
nocturnal 
in habits, venturing 
forth in search of food only after 
night has fallen, and being rarely 
seen during daylight hours. 
He 
depends upon large insects and 
sm all rodents for food, arid thus 
w ill be found 
in 
areas w here 
these abound. 
Because 
of 
his 
scent glands, few creatures will 
molest him , and instead of hav­ 
ing to spend 
valuable 
tim e in 
flight or self-defense, he can thus 
spend m ore time in seeking out 
food. 
T hat is one 
reason why 
skunks 
can 
m aintain 
a larger 
population in an area th an can 
m ost other larger anim als. 
Bold, fearless, inquisitive, self- 
reliant, and rather 
slow-witted, 
the striped skunk, unfortunately, 
can be quite easily trapped; and 
if treated 
carefully, 
he can be 
readily tam ed. H e w ill stam p on 


the ground w ith his forefeet if 
you anger him and finally arch 
his bushy tail upw ard in w arning 
if you continue to displease him. 
Since he is nocturnal, one has 
to rely upon tracks in soft mud or 
sand to note his presence. These 
tracks are characteristically long- 
clawed and about 
an 
inch in 
width. 
, 
D iurnal Dens 


D uring the 
day 
the 
striped 
skunk w ill hide 
out in hollow 
logs, rock crevices, holes in the 
ground, and under buildings, but 
if none of these are available, he 
w ill som etimes dig his ow n b u r­ 
row. 
A skunk den can be iden­ 
tified by a faint m ustelid odor 
and the presence of a few black 
and w hite hairs. 
W inter 
dens 
are usually deeper beneath the 
ground and are lined w ith grass­ 
es; in higher altitudes and colder 
climates, these serve as hiberna­ 
tion dens 
through 
the 
w inter 
months. 
N early all dens have a 
southern exposure, the reason for 
which has never been adequately 
explained. 
Only one brood of young, num ­ 
bering from five to nine, is raised 
each year by the striped skunk. 
The young 
are 
born 
betw een 
A pril and June, with m ating oc­ 
curring earlier in January or Feb­ 
ruary. 
Food 


In a careful analysis of striped 
skunk stomachs to ascertain food 
preferences, Grinnell-Dixon-Lins- 
dale found that wild fruit formed 
1 per cent of the total food; cul­ 
tivated fruit, 2 per cent; am phib­ 
ians, 0.3 per cent; reptiles. 0.3 
per cent; 
birds, 
5.8 
p e r cent; 
mammals, 28.6 per cent; insects. 
38.5 per cent; w aste m aterial, 19.1 
per cent; and 
parasitic worms, 
4.4 per cent. Skunks are reputed 
to 
destroy 
great 
num bers 
of 
quails’ nests, but this is untrue. 
Occasionally a skunk w ill devour 
a clutch of quail eggs, bu t only 
rarely; he does not spend his time 
seeking 
them 
out. 
O ftentim es 
the w ork of coons or opossums is 
blam ed upon the skunk. 
If food 
is scarce, skunks will attack api­ 
aries and kill whole colonies of 
bees, b u t this again is no t com­ 
mon. 
On the average, over 50 
per cent of the 
skunk's diet is 
composed of insects. It can thus 
be readily seen that this anim al 
is very beneficial and not “ver­ 
min.” It should be protected and 
trapped only m oderately to sup­ 
ply fur demands. 


Enemies 


In spite of th eir pow erful odor, 
the striped skunk is preyed upon 
by the fox, coyote, horned owl, 
golden 
eagle, 
fisher, m ountain 
lion, and w ild cat, as w ell as by 
man. Internal parasites also take 
their toll. 
Between 
1927 
and 
1928. 
probably 
100,000 
skunks 
were trapped or killed by man in 
California alone! 
The generic nam e of th e strip­ 
ed skunk, "M ephitis”, com es from 
the L atin word 
meaning “a bad 
odor.” 
The species nam e “m e­ 
phitis” in this case is th e same.

As a boy of 12 he chose to learn the trade of 
p rin ter to begin his career, and at the end of his 
c areer designated his choice by beginning his will, 
“I Benjam in Franklin, Printer, later M inister Plen­ 
ipotentiary from the United S tates of Am erica to 
th e C ourt of France, now President of 1 ennsylva- 
n ia ”—P rin ter first, th en Ambassador. 
At th e end of his career he w rote for him self 
th e m ost fam ous of A m erican epitaphs, in the lan­ 
guage of his trade. 
Crombie Allen, form er president Pennsylvania 
Editorial Association, and form er president Cali­ 
fornia N ew spaper Publishers Association, is a Ben 
Franklin fan. 
He has a Ben Franklin shelf in his 
library and a lot of Frankliniana.
